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AN ACT concerning children.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Early Intervention Services System Act is

anended by changi ng Section 11 as foll ows:

(325 I'LCS 20/11) (from Ch. 23, par. 4161)

Sec. 11. I ndi vidualized Famly Service Plans. Each
eligible infant or toddler and that infant's or toddler's
famly shall receive:

(a) tinely, conpr ehensi ve, mul tidisciplinary
assessnment of the unique needs of each eligible infant
and t oddl er, and assessnent of the concerns and
priorities of the famlies to appropriately assist them
in neeting their needs and identify services to neet
t hose needs; and

(b) a witten Individualized Famly Service Plan
devel oped by a nultidisciplinary team which includes the
parent or guardi an.

The Individualized Fam |y Service Plan shall be eval uated
once a year and the famly shall be provided a review of the
Plan at 6 nonth intervals or nore often where appropriate
based on infant or toddler and famly needs.

The evaluation and initial assessnment and initial Plan
meeting nust be held within 45 days after the initial contact
wth the early intervention services system Wth parental
consent, early intervention services may comence before the
conpl etion of the conprehensive assessnent and devel opnent of
t he Pl an.

Parents must be infornmed that, at their discretion, early
intervention services shall be provided to each eligible

infant and toddler in the natural environnment, which may
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include the home or other community settings. Parents shal
make the final decision to accept or decl i ne early
intervention services. A decision to decline those sueh
services shall not be a basi s for adm ni strative
determ nation of parental fitness, or other findings or
sanctions against the parents. Paraneters of the Plan shal
be set forth in rules.
